I have  the  honour*  to  present  ny  seventh  Annual  Report  on  the  Kealth 
nd  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Rural  District  of  Dorchester  for  the  year  1956. 
It  is  nritten  on  the  lines  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.

ixgain  a variety  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified,  the  Measles 
Gpidenic  continued  from  the  previous  year  up  until  June.  The  nirfber  of 
V/hooping  Gough  cases  v/ere  less,  but  it  is  to  be  noted  that  four  cases 
occurred  under  one  year  of  age  <and  eleven  under  ten  years,  these  are  dangerous 
ages  to  have  VJhooping  Gough.  It  is  hoped  that  iivimurnisation  against  ilio-^.'ping 
Gough  will  reduce  these  figures  in  the  future.  Eleven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 


occurred  - this  at  present  is  a very  mild  disca,so  and  sonetiises  difficult  to 


recognise. 


Two  cases  of  non-paralytic  x'olionyelitis  were  notified,  one  was  not 
confirmed  and  the  other  was  a visitor. 

Of  tho  nine  cases  of  food  poisoning,  teo  were  not  cases,  and  the  others 
occua'red  mainly  in  tuo  families  and  tne  foods  suspected  were  Pork  pics  in  one 
case,  and  sausages  or  eggs  in  tho  other. 


Meat  inspection  has,  of  comse,  incroa^sod  enormously  sinco  the  new 
abattoir  at  Chickerell  has  been  functioning  for  a full  The  total  figures 

of  all  animals  killed  in  the  district  being  13,956  compared  with  551  for  1955. 
This  work  is  arduous  and  exacting  and  requires  continuous  vigilance  to  ensure 
that  no  unfit  food  is  passed  on  to  the  public. 


Unfortunately  the  nui.iber  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  have  increased  this 
year  - all  ages  were  affected,  and  in  all  cases  the  disease  v/as  in  the  lungs. 
It  is  to  bo  noted  that  there  v;ore  no  non-rGspiratory  cases;  this  is  the  first 
year  in  which  there  have  been  no  cases.  They  are  usually  due  to  infection 
with  the  Bovine  type  of  Tuberculosis  germ  and  the  effect  of  Pasta-mi 3 ati on  of 
milk  and  the  Eradication  Scheme  for  tuberculous  cattle  is  novz  proving  its

The  Siirvey  of  houses  is  still  going  on^  but  very  slowly,  and  as  I 
rsontioned  in  last  yesjr’s  report,  tho  necessity  of  a conplete  picture  is 
needed  to  assess  how  nany  houses  are  required,  the  type  and  the  situation 
where  they  would  be  nost  beneficiaJ,  to  the  coniiiiunity,  I stated  in  ny  first 
annual  report  to  the  Council,  that,  because  of  high  costs  of  building  houses 
and  therefore  higher  rents,  some  other  type  of  house  is  needed.  This  should 
not  be  beyond  the  ingenuity  of  nan,  even  a house  built  on  the  lines  of  a 
caravan  where  no  space  is  wasted  and  rooras  could,  with  adequate  ventilation, 
be  used  for  dual  piarposes,  world  be  veuy  acceptable  to, say,  the  newly  married 
couple  or  even  old  persons  or  physically  handicapped  people, 

Again  I woiild  stress  the  need  of  additional  help  to  conplote  the 
survey  - not  only  of  houses  which  ought  to  be  condemned,  but  houses  which 
ought  and  cou  be  repaired  or  reconditioned  at  a reasonable  expense  so  that 
they  would  not  deteriorate  further  and  become  un-repair able  at  a reasonable 
cost.  Furthermore,  the  Council  could  thon  consider  if  any  houses  could  be 
piu'chascd  and  reconditioned  and  so  save  building  new  Council  Houses. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  continued  del£iy  in  the  sanction  for 
commencing  Sei/erage  Schemes  for  the  villages  of  Clxickerell  a,nd  Cerne  Abbas 
will  soon  be  over,  this  ^NTOuLd  then  give  an  impetus  to  the  building  of  houses. 

The  Mass  Radiography  U:'-it  visited  DorcI:cctcr  during  Deconper  and 'remained 
for  three  weeks  - the  response  was  an  improvement  on  the  last  tine^  the  total 
a.ttendance  being  In  1954  it  was  2,956.  Children  were  again  brought 

in  from  the  Senior  Schools  in  tho  Rural  District. 


I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  tho  Council  for  their 
continued  help  o.nd  understanding  duj?ing  the  year,  and  also  Mr. Rawlins  and  the 
rest  of  the  public  Health  Staff  for  their  continued  support  in  not  too  easy  a 
year,  and  finally  the  rest  of  the  Council  Staff  for  their  helpful  co-operation
